WANTS TO ABOLISH BOARD 


Friction Between Army and Navy In 


spectora Very Common Under Pres 


ent Conditions—Suggestion That Af 
fairs Be Placed In Hands of Civil 


lans—Lack of Head With Authority 


Is the Chief Defect 


Washington, Feb. 18.—Congresi 


shows symptoms of a desire to em 
the ridiculous conditions under whlcl 
the lighthouse service Is conducted 
It Is a striking tact that one of Uu 
most efficient arms of the governmen 
service should be at the same tlmi 
one of the most loosely organized. 


The lighthouse service is the larg- 


est permanent division of the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor. It em- 
ploys 2753 men, or more than twice 
as many as In the next largest divi- 
sion, that', of naturalization. 
It In- 


cludes sixteen districts* touching al 
navigable waters under the jurisdic- 
tion of the United States, and main- 
tains a fleet of more than sixty ves- 
sels. ' 


The affairs of the lighthouse service 


are 
administered by a lighthouse 


board, of which the secretary of com 
merce and labor Is ex-offlcio presi- 
dent. The board also has a chairman 
—Hear Admiral Marlx just now—but 
neither of these officials has any rea. 
authority. 


The board as a whole, under the 


present law, Is composed of two nava: 
officers, two army oiflcerB and two 
civilians: and there are In addition a 
naval secretary, are engineer secre- 
tary and a chief clerk. The board is 
required to meet monthly, but no real 
business can be transacted or riny au- 
thoritative decision made by anybody 
except at a meeting of the board. 


The sixteen districts are adminis- 


tered each by two Inspectors, 
one 


from the army and the other from the 
navy. Friction between the branches 
Is very common. Each branch of the 
service has a tender (steamboat) of 
Its own, each with Its own crew and 
recognizing no authority but that of 
the arm of the service to which the 
Inspector belongs. 


Charles Nagel made up his mind 


when he became secretary of com- 
merce and labor that such n state of 
things should not exist any longer. 
He has taken hold of the matter vig- 
orously, and now congress Is in the 
throes of straightening it out. 
Rep- 


resentative Mann of Chicago has suc- 
ceeded in getting through the house a 
bill putting .the lighthouse service un- 
der the charge of one commissioner, 
to be assisted by a chief constructing 
engineer. 
This bill dons away with 


the lighthouse hoard, and also places 
the administration of the service In 
the hands of civilians Instead of mili- 
tary officers. 


The bill has gone to the senafe com- 


mittee, on commerce, over which Mr. 
Frye presides, and there It is meet- 
ing with some objections. Nagel ad- 
mires the purpose of Mann, but thinks 
the legislation goes a llltlf ton far In 
excluding officers of the army and 
navy from the service. 
The chief 


defect of the present'system, he says, 
is that the service has no adequate 
administrative head and that two men 
are In charge in each district where 
one would be enough. 


Mr.'Nagel says it is for congress to 


decide whether or not military or civil 
engineers shall carry on the work of 
the service, and that he will be sat- 
isfied with either. 
His preference Is 


that the president shall be given the 
power to designate In this respect. On 
the great lakes It might be found much 
more 
convenient and 
effective 
if 


civilian Inspectors should be 
em- 


ployed.

William Livingston, president of the 


Lake Carriers' association, favors re- 
organization of the service, but does 
not .believe tliat It should be put 
wholly in.the hands of civilians. His 
association had differences with the 
naval officers, he says, but they have

cause of anything else.

Imitation Ivory. 


A receni Ci-riiuiii patent describes 


ihe preparation of :i casting mass com- 
prised of slu!;ed lime and water, with 
small quantities of alkali and :i carbo- 
hydrate. One hundred parts of a.stiff 
pasic nf'wull slaked lime, containing 
approximately equal amounts of llmu 
and waler. are inhcd with one or two 
pans of a carbohydrate free from 
water, such as gum arable, dextrin or 
•iupir, and an oipnil quantity of a pot- 
ash or soda salt which Is decomposed 
by lime. The mixture becomes as fluid 
as If a large quantity of water had: 
been added to the lime, but soon solid- 
ifies and retains the form of any mold 
Into which it is poured. If about two 
part of cellulose, wood pulp or other 
Ubrous material.are added go.od Imita- 
tions of wood, and ivory can be'made. 


Warming the Body.
